Paris, v\ug. 22.—Germany can obtain 


evacuation of .the Ruhr, only by paying 
reparations. She can assure attenua- 
tion of the rigors of the occupation by 
ceasing passive resistance and she can 
win no reduction in the amount she 
owes France unless the allied creditors 
of France 'see fit to give France credit 
for equal amount on her war 
debts. 


These are the conclusions of P.remier 
P'oincare's reply to Marquis Curzon. 
The French government also expresses 
its'belief that the allies can bring about 
the execution of the treaty or continue 
previous negotiations. As for the inter- 
allied war debts. France holds that a 
settlement of this question should wait 
upon a final -payment by Germany of 
five billion gold marks in reparations 
comprised in the A and B bonds. The

The U. S. S. Langley, the first and 


only aircraft carrier 
in the 
United 


States navy, so far has attracted 
a 


great deal of attention £ince her 
ar- 


rival at- the local navy yard. 


Surmounted by a huge 
flying deck, 


•which more than covers the length and 
breadth of the entire, craft, and. which 
^s in reality a floating- aviation .field, 
i the big interval between this flying 


deck and the vessel proper is broken 
up by any number of crossbeams and 
ladders, so that the Langley, when seen 
from one side, bears a curious resern- 


... blance to Brooklyn Bridge. 


The .Langley has a capacity on board 


for well over .200 planes, but : is being 


. used at present as a practical experi- 
ment and as a sort of laboratory, for 
the development of the naval aviation 
fleet. .She is in command of Capt. S. 
'H. R. Boyle, who has been identified 
.,7,-ith naval aviation for several years. 


The Langley's 
executive 
officer 
is 


Commander Kenneth Whiting, one of 
thhe first nava.1 aviators to qualify for 
a pilot's license, who received instruc-- 
tions back in 1911 from the Wright 
Brothers and Glenn Curtiss.
